INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER 14, 2001- 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy in the Southern Area, moderate in the
Eastern Area, and light elsewhere. Southern Area and Eastern Area each
reported one new large fire and contained one large fire. Very high to
extreme fire indices were reported in New Jersey, Indiana, Montana, North
Carolina, Virginia and West Virginia.

SOUTHERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

CLINCH MT, Virginia Dept. of Forestry. This fire is near Gate City, VA.
The fire is burning in steep and rugged terrain. Air tankers were utilized
most of the day to assist with the suppression efforts.

GLASS MINE, Chattahoochee-Oconee National Forest. A Type 1 Incident
Management Team (Studebaker) is assigned. This fire is near Suches, GA.
Georgia Highway 60 remains closed from Stonepile Gap to Woody Gap.

GREAT GULF, Daniel Boone National Forest. This fire is located 20 miles
southwest of Corbin, KY. No further information was received.

REDBIRD FALL FIRES, Daniel Boone National Forest. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kearney) is assigned and is working under a unified
command with the Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of fires is
nine miles east of Manchester, KY. A Type 1 Incident Management Team
(Bateman) was mobilized 11/13, and is scheduled to transition 11/14.

SOUTHEASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2
Incident Management Team (Farson) is assigned. This complex of fires is
near Pikeville, Manchester and London, KY. Fire activity began on 10/19
and a complex was formed on 11/3. Three new fires were reported yesterday,
one of them was contained. The National Guard is providing support.

KENTUCKY RIVER COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Spicer) is assigned. This complex is located in nine
counties surrounding Hazard, KY. One new fire was reported yesterday.
Structure protection remains a priority. The National Guard is providing
support.

EASTERN DISTRICT COMPLEX, Kentucky Division of Forestry. This complex of
fires is located in six counties surrounding Betsy Lane, KY and is under a
unified command between a Type 1 Incident Management Team (Ferguson) and
Kentucky Division of Forestry (Andersen). Two new fires were reported
yesterday, bringing the total to 17 active fires. An outbuilding was
destroyed on the Pompey and Eastern Fires.

PETER"S CEMETERY, Cherokee National Forest. This fire is near
Elizabethton, TN. No new information was reported.

EASTERN AREA LARGE FIRES:

HAMBURG MT., New Jersey State Forestry. A Type 2 Incident Management Team
(Von Oesen) is assigned. This fire is burning seven miles north of
Franklin, NJ and is threatening a communications tower, repeater site, and
several homes.

MILLERSBURG, Pennsylvania State Forestry. This fire is burning five miles
north of Millersburg, PA. Two structures are threatened and one home
sustained minor damage. Homeowners are being allowed to return to their
residences. Crews and dozers continue to construct fireline.

LONG BRANCH OF CABIN CREEK, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is 18
miles from Chelyan, WV. No new information was reported. This will be the
last report unless new information is received.

LEEWOOD, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is in Kanawha County.
Underground mine Ffires are present. No new information was reported. This
will be the last report unless new information is received.

FRANCIS CREEK, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is in southern
Lincoln County, WV. Twenty structures are threatened. No new information
was reported.

ABRAHAM, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is north of Beckley, West
Virginia. Several homes and businesses are threatened. No new information
was reported.

HEAD OF ELK CREEK, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is 15 miles
south of Mann, WV. Several structures are threatened. No new information
was reported. This will be the last report unless new information is
received.

MITCHELL BRANCH, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is near Matewan,
WV, and was started by an underground mine fire. No new information was
reported. This will be the last report unless new information is received.

UNITED, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is ten miles up Cabin
Creek in Kanawha County. Some structures are threatened. The fire is
burning in an area of underground mine fires. No significant changes were



reported.

ALUM CREEK, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is in southern Mingo
County, WV. Ten structures are threatened. No new information was
reported. This will be the last report unless new information is
received.

WHITE OAK, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is five miles from
Gilbert, WV. Some structures are threatened. No new information was
reported.

GRAPEVINE CREEK, West Virginia State Forestry. This fire is in near
Matewan, WV. High value structures are threatened. No new information was
reported.

OUTLOOK:

*** A RED FLAG WARNING 1S POSTED IN CENTRAL SOUTH CAROLINA AND EASTERN
KENTUCKY FOR LOW RELATIVE HUMIDITY. ***

A broad high pressure system will extend over the region from the mid-
Atlantic coast. Low relative humidity will continue over the southern
Appalachians. An onshore flow will deepen along the southeast Atlantic
coast, extending to Texas and Oklahoma. Mostly sunny skies are expected
north and east, with partly cloudy skies south and west. Scattered showers
and a few thunderstorms with up to 1/4 inch of rain is possible along the
Atlantic coast from southeast South Carolina to Florida and over western
Texas and Oklahoma. Temperatures will be 60 to 70 in the southern
Appalachians and vicinity, with 70 to 80 for the rest of the area. Minimum
relative humidity will be 25 to 35 percent in the southern Appalachians
and vicinity, with 40 to 60 percent for the rest of the area. Winds will
be light and variable in the southern Appalachians with east to south
winds at 5 to 15 mph for the rest of the area, except south at 15 to 25
mph in Oklahoma.



A ridge of high pressure will build over Southern California Area, with
local north winds, and warmer and drier conditions prevailing. Maximum
temperatures will be in the 60s to low 70s in the mountains and 70s in the
valleys. Minimum relative humidities will be 30 to 40 percent. Winds will
be northeast 15 to 25 mph in the mountains.
